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This application is before the Office of PCT Legal Administration for consideration of 
issues arising under 35 U.S.C. 371. 



This intemational application was filed on 26 January 2005, claimed an earliest priority 
date of 09 February 2004, and designated the U.S. The Intemational Bureau communicated a 
copy of the published intemational application to the USPTO on 18 August 2005. The 30 month 
time period for paying the basic national fee in the United States expired at midnight on 09 
August 2006. AppUcants filed a Transmittal Letter accompanied by, inter alia, the basic national 
fee on 3 1 July 2006. The correspondence filed on 3 1 July 2006 was assigned to the instant 
application number, 10/588,106. 

On 08 August 2006, represented by other counsel (Frank C. Eymard), applicants filed a 
second Transmitted Letter, accompanied inter alia by authorization to charge a second basic 
national fee to a Deposit Account. The correspondence filed on 08 August 2006 was assigned to 
application no. 10/588,690. 



As is evident fi'om facts enumerated above, two sets of papers to enter the national stage 
have been submitted for intemational application number PCT/EP05/00929. An intemational 
application designating the United States of America culminates in a single U.S. national stage 
application; multiple U.S. national stage entries fi-om a single intemational application are not 
permitted. Therefore, the submission of two sets of papers to enter the national stage in the 
United States was improper. The papers from 10/588,690 have been placed in application 
10/588,106. 

Neither the correspondence filed by Jacobus C. Rasser of Howrey LLP on 3 1 July 2006 
nor the correspondence filed by Frank Eymard on 08 August 2006 included a signed power of 
attorney or an executed oath or declaration. However, since both Transmittal Letters included an 
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instruction to "Send All Correspondence To:... Customer No. 56744," correspondence in this 
application will be mailed solely to the address corresponding to that Customer Number.
